1947 HOMES TO COST MORE 


BY STERLING F. GREEN 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 
What will it cost to build a new 
house In 1947? More, of course. 


Boiled down, these are the view* 


of some government and industry 
offlcals here: 


A disproportionately large num- 
ber of $12,000 to $15,000 houses will 
be started In the next few months 


But not all building will be con- 
centrated In the higher-price class. 
And costs are likely to start com- 
ing down sometime In the year. 


Official Estimate Due. 


These are just opinions became 


no official estimate exists. 
The 


Federal Housing Administration Is 
assembling figures, now and ex- 
pects to have something fairly au- 
thoritative In a week or two. 


Meanwhile, here are some of the 


factors which put a big question- 
mark over the future of housing 


• costs 


The average price ot building ma- 
terial has rlcen 20.8 p«r cent in 
the last six months. Since Nov. 9 
alone the general rise has been 7.9 
percent, and lumber has soared 
nearly 16 per wmt. 


Those are factory prices. In oth- 


er words, thuy don't Include 
the 


Increased mark-up which is tacked 
on by dealers and contractors. And 
materials amount to 45 per cent of 
the total cost of a house, Including 
lot. 
Labor costs represent 30 per 


c-ent of the total, end they have 
been rising, too. 


Here's another Invitation to high- 


er costs: The new limit of 1,500 
square feet permits the construc- 
tion of homes about 50 per cent 
larger than could be built In most 
cities under the $10,000 limit. 


Tho bigger the hout*, the bigger

In the brief moment that divides 
one year from another, the tower 
bells of the First Methodist church 
will intone a requiem for the past 
fifty years of its history and ring 
out a blessing upon the next half- 
century. 
Stone numerals above the arched 
entrance to the Gothic structure 
Inform the worshiper that 
the 
church was built in 1896, but the 
history of it goes back years be- 
fore that date. To many Corsican- 
ans the cresent edifice is the "new 
church" and they can 
summon 


lively memories of the "old church" 
and the personalities who filled Its 
pulpit. 


Church History Assembled 


A treasure of newspaper 
clip- 
pings and documents pertaining 
to the story 
of 
the 
Methodist 


church in Corsicana since 1870 Is 
in keeping of Miss Ethel Mae Tat- 
um, who for many years has been 
assembling material for an official 
church history. 


A glance at census figures re- 


veals that in that earliest 
year 
the town population was 
eighty, 
but the construction of the 
rail- 
road 
into Corsicana spurred 
its 


growth so that in 1890 there were 
6,285 people living here. 
Within 


another decade that number had 
been swelled to 9,313. 
This influx had 
airect 
beaing 


upon church history, for the orga- 
nization outgrew the $8.000 struc- 
ture completed about 1875 and de- 
termined upon the building of the 
present church. 
Responsible for Buildings 


The Rev. Horace Bishop, early 


day minister, worked for the build- 
ing of both structures, since 
he 


was stationed In Corsicana during 
the time of the erection oT the first 
one and 
returned to the city In 


1893. 


Actual plans for the new church 
were set in motion in 1894. and 
seven years passed before the build- 
ing was completed. A part of that 
time was passed in waiting for the 
foundation to set, an 
Important 
phase of all early construction. 


Names which have meaning for 


the history of the community 
as 


well as the church were Included 
on the building committee. C. W. 
Jester was senior 
number, and 
others -.vere W. M. Tatum, R M. 
Collins, B. H. Woods, Jr.. R. P. 
Goodman, J. L. Halbert and Fred
